Drive Intensified 

The crisis began reaching 
its flash point early yesterday 
when Greek Cypriot forces, 
including coastal patrol boats 
that bombarded Turkish Cyp- 
riot villages, intensified the 
drive into the troubled coastal 
area. 

Later yesterday, Turkey 
sent four jets over the island 
in what Turkish officials 
called a “warning” against 
i further attacks on the Turkish 
Cypriots. The Turkish govern- 
ment denied that planes on
